(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 32-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schmidt et al 
US Patent 5,408,873. 

Schmidt et al discloses an apparatus (the Applicant is not claiming a prosthetic device) 
comprising an inner liner (38) having an elongated sleeve with a cavity (40, 42, 26 and S), an 
outer liner (30) positioned over the inner liner and having an exterior surface. Sensors (16) are 
positioned between the inner and outer liners. Finally, the sensors are elongated, transmit data 
and are a group consisting of pressure sensors.
